“Right-to-work laws help make 
unions democratic. They force un- 
fons to respond to the wishes of 
the membership; when unions 
don’t, members may withhold sup- 
port.’” 

He said that compulsory union- 
ism is not necessary to insure 
strong unions. “‘For example, from 
1934 to 1951 the Railway Labor 
Act prohibited all types of com- 
pulsory unionism. Yet. during 
those years membership in 13 rail- 
road unions tripled, (rising) from 
479,000 to 1,682,400, and, juris- 
diction was extended to cover, for 
all practical purposes, every mile 
of track in the country.” He also 
pointed to membership increases 
in right-to-work states. 

Jensen said that “nothing could 
be further from the truth” than 
the argument that right-to-work 
laws disrupt labor peace. He said 
that the opposite is true. ‘‘Indus- 
trial strife continues to plague the 
very states in which compulsory 
membership agreements are most 
prevalent’’, he declared.

The argument that persons who 
accept union representation with- 
out joining are free-riders in a 
myth, he said. ‘“‘When the Wag- 
ner act was passed in 1935, Wil- 
liam Green, then president of the 
AFL, insisted that the union be 
the exclusive voice for all em- 
ployees.”” He added that, “If the 
officials of organized labor feel 
that representing all employees in 
a bargaining unit is a burden up- 
on them, we urge that Congress re- 
move this millstone of exclusive 
representation,” letting the unions 
represent only their own members.
